Jackson C. Heaton, of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., guardian of Isaac McCormick, an 
insane pensioner, was indicted for with- 
holding and embezzling the pension 
money of his ward, on the 7th. 

Lewis J. WiLurams, medical director, 
U. S.N., retired, died at Baltimore, Md., 
on the Sth, aged sixty-eight. 

Near Latimore, Pa., a desperate fight 
occurred among a large number of Hun- 
garians, on the 8th. Fence pickets and 
clubs were used, and one man was killed

E1GuT thousand marks have been donat- 
ed by the Regent of Bavaria to the suffer- 
ers by the floods in Germany.

THE floods of the Northwest continue, 
and considerable loss of property is re- 
ported. 

LANEY WALKER, a boy 9 years old, and 
Libbie Ashe, a girl of 12, bad a fight on 
the 9th in Union county, 8S.

A LARGE number of representatives of 
the wholesale poplar lumber dealers and 
manufacturers of Ohio, Indiana, Jllinois, 
Kentucky, West Virginia, Virginia and 
Tennessee met at Nashville, Tenn., on the 
9th and formed an “Association for Mutual 
Benefit and Advancement.” 

Tue Wabash Valley is haviug an epi- 
demic of measles. In Terre Haute the 
number of new cases reported has averaged

THE PENSION BILL. 


The House Committee on Invalid Pensions 
Getting the Dependant Pension Bill in 
Shape to Report fot Action. 
Wasuincton, April 10.—The House 

committee on invalid pensions, by a party 

vote, yesterday agreed upon a substitute 
for the dependant-pension bill, recently 
passed by the Senate. Section 2 of the 

Senate bill, granting a pension of twelve 
llars per month to all persons who 

served three months or more in the army 

Of navy in the late war, and who are suf- 

fering a disability therefrom, was struck 

out, and the following section inserted: 

“That all persons who have served in the 

military or naval service in any war 

in which the United States has been 
engaged, and who have been honorably 
discharged therefrom, and who are now, 
or who may hereafter be suffering from 
mental or physical disability not the re- 
sult of their own vicious habits, who are 
totally incapacitated from the perform- 
ance of manual labor, shall, upon making 
due proof of these facts, be placed upon 
the list of invalid pensioners, and be en- 
titled to receive a pension at the rate per 
month of one cent for each day’s service. 





All persons who have’ served and 
been honorably discharged as afore- 
said, who are now sixty-two 
years of age, shall also be 


entitled to be placed on the list of invalid 
pensioners and reccive a pension during 
their natural lives atthe rate aforesaid; 
and all persons who have served and been 
discharged as before provided, and who 
are not yet sixty-two years of age, shall, 
upon attaining the ago of sixty-two years, 
be placed on the list of invalid pen- 
sioners.” 

Section three, of the Senate bill, relat- 
ing to the pensioning of a minor child, 
widow or children under eighteen years of 
age, or mother or father, upon the death 
of an invalid pensioner, was amended by 
providing that the widow of any person 
who has servedin any war of the United 
States, who has been honorably dis- 
charged therefrom, and is now in a 
condition of dependence, or is suffering 
from any disability, recognized by the 
general pension laws, or is sixty-two 
years of age, shall be placed up- 
on the list of pensions of the United 
States, and receive a pension at the rate 
per month of one cent foreach day’s serv- 
ice of her husband. 

_The committee reduced the amount of 
fees allowed to agents to $ instead of $10, 
as allowed by the Senate.

OLEO KNOCKED OUT. 


The United States Supreme Court Sustain 
athe Valadity of the Penasylvania Oleo- 
garine Law. 

Vie asHinaton, April 9.—In the Supreme 
Court this morning Judge Harlan ren- 
dered an opinion in the case of Wm. L. 
Powell vs. the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, on an appeal from the Supreme 
Court of that State, affirming the decision 
of the State courts. This is the cele- 
brated Oleomargarine case, which has 
come up through the different Pennsylva- 
nia courts. The case was made by agree- 
ment between the representatives of the 
oleomargarine interest, to test the State 





law prohibiting — the manufacture 
and sale of imitation butter. 
The Supreme Court holds’ that it 


can not consider the testimony introduced 
as tothe wholesomeness of the product, 
as the Legislature of Pennsylvania en- 
acted the law presumably after a fair ex- 
amination into these facts. Whether the 
manufacture of oleomargerine may be 
conducted in suchaway as to baffle ordi- 
nary inspection, or whether it involves 
such danger to public health as to require 
its suppression, are questions belonging 
to the legislative department to deter- 
mine, and the legislative determination is 
conclusive upon the courts. The argu- 
ment that to sustain the statute would 
leave nothing in the way of the 
destruction by the legislative department 
of the constitutional guarantees of liberty 
and property is basel on mere con- 
jecture. The objection that the statute is 
repugnant to the clause of the fourteenth 
amendment forbidding denial by the State 
to any person within its jurisdiction of 
the equal protection of the laws is un- 
tenable. The statute applies to all alike. 
The decision of the lower court is af- 
firmed. 

Justice Field presented a dissenting 
opinion. 

The decision sustains the statutes of the 
State of Pennsylvania, which make it un- 
lawful for any person to manufacture, 
sell or offer for sale any butter or cheese, 
or article designed to take the place of 
those articles produced from any com- 
pound other than unadulterated milk or 
cream.

THE FRENCH PARLIAMENT. 





| ITS DISSOLUTION CONCEDED TO BE 


INEVITABLE, 


Letters From Central Africa, But No Men- 
tion Made of Stanley—Political Meetings 
in France—Dr. Mackenzie’s Wedding 
Anniversary—Other Foreign News Notes. 
Lonvon, April 13.-—-The dissolution of the 

French parliament, as demanded by Gen. 
Boulanger in his manifesto to the elec- 
tors of the department of Nord, is now con- 
ceded upon all sides to be inevitable, but the 
as-umption of the alarmists that a popular 
verdict in favor of that movement will in- 
evita! ly lead to the overthrow of the repub- 
lic and the resuscitation of the form of gov- 
ernment which preceded it is not by any 
means well founded. If, during the crisis 
which wil! unquestionably follow the disso- 
lution Gen. Boulanger shall retain his hold 
upon popular favor, and there is no ap- 
parent reason why he should not, he cannot 
consistently, with any pledge that he has 
given or demand which he has made, accept 
anything more than reinstatement as minis- 
ter of war, or at the most, in the event of 
the triumph of the followers at the polls, an 
election to the presidency. 

A great many prominent Irishmen believe 
Gen. Boulanger to be asincere Republican, 
and this convictions rapidly gaining 
strength. If called to the chair of the pres- 
idency he would unhesitatingly accept the 
honor, but that he would strive for further 
exaltation, in the face of his frequent patri- 
otic asseveration, and the growing certainty 
that the monarchists would make a cat’s paw 
of him if they could, fewer persons believe 
than are generally supposed to entertain the 
idea, It is not Gen. Boulanzer who menaces 
the peace, or threatens to change the form of 
government of France, but the disappointed 
and discredited politicians who have, strive 
however hard they may azainst the thought, 
had their day and abused their opportuni- 
ties. 

Prominent among this class of men is 
Jules Terry, with a'remembrance of the Ton- 
quin expedition fresh in ths ininds of every 
Frenchman. Mr. Terry can hope for polit- 
ical resurrection at the hands of no party. 
He is too able to drop eutirely out of sight 
and too narrow-minded to permit a new man 
to assume the reins of power without mak- 
ing an effort to hamper his progress, but 
like many others who are now bidding for 
popular support to enable them to ‘‘save 
France,” he is marked as a man who can do 
the country more good as an agitator than a 
leader, and infinitely less harm out of power 
than in it. 


Notes From Berlin. 
3ERLIN, April 13.—Wednesday was the 
silver anniversary of Dr. Mackenzie's 
wedding. In honor of the occasion the 
empress presented him with a costly basket 
of flowers, decked with blue, yellow and red 
ribbons. 

A rumor is current in Conservative circles 
that Gen. Von Schallendorf, minister of war, 
will shortly resign. 

The report that a new swelling Lad formed 
in Emperor Frederick’s larynx is not con- 
firmed. 

Before returning to Charlottenburg from 
Berlin Tuesday evening, the empress 
had two hours’ interview with Prince Bis- 
marck, 

All is mere guesswork regarding the 
final disposition of the question of alliance 
between Alexander, of Battenberg, and 
Princess Victoria. It is a sensation that 
does not in fact involve the question of 
peace or war, or the resignation of Bis- 
marck, 





News from Central Africa. 

Romgk, April 13.—A letter has been re- 
ceived from Capt. Camperio, who states that 
he has received two letters from Casati, a 
companion of Evnin Bey, for whose relief 
Stanley started for equatorial Africa by way 
of the Congo nearly a year ago. The letters 
say they are safe, but makes no mention of 
Stanley. 

Emin Bey is the assumed name of a Prussian 
physician, who, previous to the fall of Khar- 
toum, was chosen by the unfortunate Gor- 
don for governor of the equatorial province, 
which comprises the negro countries on the 
White Nile’s southern tributaries, He left 
Khartoum just before the mahdi rebelled 
against the Egyptian rule, and he has been 
hemmed in for nearly four years, meanwhile 
maintaining a quasi goverment at Madelai, 
and sufficiently friendly relations with over- 
powering surrounding tribes to avoid being 
massacred, 

The Doctors Not Needed. 

Vienna, April 13.—There is satisfaction 
over the rumor that reaches here from War- 
saw suying that the doctors engaged for the 
eventualities of war have been informed by 
order that their services will not be needed. 

With the exception of the fact that the 
ezar and ezarina are not in Cracow and 
Cracow is not in Russia, the dispatch is 
plausible. 

Ti:e situation may be expressed in a few 
words. Russia bas concentrated her forces 
on and near her frontiers and has begun a 
diplomatic game in the Balkan states, which 
she will piny out. Europe awaits her next 
move, 








A Contradition, 

Muenica, April 13.—The Neusten Nachrich- 
ten, in a semi-official articie, contradicts the 
report that a discussion is proceeding be- 
tween the king of Saxony and the regent of 
Bavaria, on the question of the king of Sax- 
ony obtaining, as the representative of the 
emperor, the chief command of the imperial 
army in the event of the mobilization of the 
German troops. This contradiction is taken 
as ail admission that the question has been 
raised, but that the regent of Bavaria was 
unwilling to concede the command to King 
Albert. 


Trench Political Meetings. 

Paris, April 15.—Noisy political meetings 
were held at Roubaix and Avesnes, depart- 
ment of the Nord, Tuesday night. The 
orators had much difficulty in speaking, so 
great was the confusion. The majority of 
tue peuple at the meetings appeared to favor 
Gen. Boulanger. 

A Socialist meeting was held at Lille, in 
the same department, and a resolution was 
passed pledging the workingmen to support 
M. Foucard, Gen. Boulanger’s opponent. 


‘A Royal Theatrical Performance. 

Vienna, April 13.—Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph and the imperial court attended a soiree 
held Wednesday evening for charitable pur- 
poses at Prince Lichtenstein’s palace. The 
Princess Metternich, assisted by fifty mem- 
bers of the aristocracy, gave a theatrical 
performance, comedy and pantomime, which 
was greatly applauded. The seats at this 
display brought fifty florins each, and the 
performance will be repeated twice at half 
that price. 


Russia Increases Her Force. 
Lonpon, Apri} 13.—The -Times’ St. Peters- 
burg correspondent telegraphs that Russia is 
energetically increasing her forces, A recent 
imperial order adds four battalions of Cos- 
sacks to the army. 


BROKEN BY SURRENDER. 


Ihe Nine Days’ Deadlock in t! 9 House of 
Representatives Lid. cl. 

Wasarneton, April 13.—The house met 
at 11:45 in continuation of the session of 
Wednesday, 4tn of April. 

Mr. Reed, of Maiae, instantly demanded 
the regular order. 

Mr. Randa!}l, ef Pennsylvania, asked unan- 
imous consent to make a statement, but was 
shut off by shouts for the regular order from 
the Republican side. 

Mr. Cox, of New York, moved to adjourn. 
At the demand of Mr. Reed, the yeas and 
nays were ordered on this motion. 

The house by a vote of 130 to 133 has re- 
fused to adjourn and the legislative day of 
Wednesday, April 4, still continues. The an- 
nouncement was received with loud cheers 
from the Republicans. 

For a moment the Democrats were taken 
aback, but Mr. McMillin, of Tennessee, soon 
moved a call of: the house to compel the at- 
tendance of absentees. 

Mr. Reed attempted to make a point of 
order against the motion, but the speaker 
decided against him. 

On a viva voce vote the demand for a call 
was defeated, and on the standing vote the 
Democrats suddenly changed tactics, and 
voted against their own motion in order to 
allow another vote on adjournment, whjch 
was moved by Mr. Cox, in the hope 
that stragglers enough had come into the 
house since the first vote to change the re- 
sult. 

The vote resulted: Yeas, 146; nays, 137 
30 the house was deciared adjourned. The 
Democrats in their turn made the hall echo 
with their applause to celebrate the break- 
‘ng of the great deadlock in its ninth day.

DICK TATE IN CANADA. 


Letter From a Man Who Saw Him There 
the Day Following His Flight. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 13.—Col. Robert 
Oyler has written a letter to Col. H. M. 
Buckley, of this city, stating that he accom 
panie the defaulting state treasurer, Dick 
Tate, to the Canada side from Detroit on the 
day following his flight. Col. Oyler says he 
asked Tate what he was doing, and in reply 
was informed that he (Tate) was employed 
by George Buchanan, once king of the 
whisky distillers of Kentucky, and himself a 
fugitive, at Buchanan’s hotel, the Windsor. 
After reaching the Canadian shore Tate took 
the Canadian Southern for Montreal. Col. 
Oyler jocularly asked Tate if he was running 
away. ‘Oh, no,” he replied. ‘I am here on 
business; that is all.” 

Since Tate’s flight nothing definite has been 
learned, until now, which way the fugitive 
went, and, as Col. Oyler is a thoroughly re- 
sponsible man, his letter sets at rest the di- 
rection the defaulter took in making his es- 
cape, Itis now thought that Tate isin 
hiding in Montreal, and under charge of D. 
K. Mason, formerly of Louisville, but now 
of Canada, who left home with his pockets 
crammed with other people’s money. It is 
said Tate ha’ $100,000 of the state’s funds in 
his possession, and is waiting to see if his 
offense is extradita! le, 








Mad. Diss DeBarr Arrested. 

New York, April 13.—Mad. Diss DeBarr, 
her husband ‘‘General” Diss DeBarr, and the 
two men named Lawrence, who had been

The aftidavits 
furnish a complete history of the career of 
the woman and an expose of her swindling 
operations in various cities, agreeing sub- 
stantially with the stories which have al- 
ready been published.

CRUEt KINDNESS. ‘ 
How an English Gentleman Was Tortured 
by a Turkish Band. 

The Servians are said to be the most 
unmusical people in Europe. One 
English traveler, at least, can give 
emphatic testimony to that effect, from 
an experience of his own while visiting 
the British Diplomatic Agent at Bel- 
grade. It was some twenty years ago, 
and the great garrison was in the 
hands of the Turks, commanded by a 
worthy old Pasha, Ali Riza. This per- 
sonage, unfortunately, took a fancy to 
the Englishman, and, after entertain- 
ing him at the banquet, early next 
morning sent a band, composed of at 
least forty musicians, delight his 
ears with some of the National airs of 
Turkey. The English Effendi was 
sleeping peacefully when the hideous 
din of the “March of Sultan Achmet’ 
burst upon his ears. He says: 

“The first thought that flashed across 
my bewildered brain, as I started up 
in bed, was that I had been shot out of 
a gun of large caliber; the next, that 
the end of all things was at hand. 
Collecting my scattered wits, at the 
expiration of a few hideous seconds, I 
got upon my feet, and staggered to 
the window. ‘There they were, form- 
ing a hollow double circle, in the een- 
ter of which stood the gorgeous band- 
master, leading—with his hand in lieu 
of a baton—two score of swarthy, wiry, 
deep-chested fellows, blowing, beating 
and jingling at high pressure, and 
looking as if they could go on doing 
31 these unnumbered things for un- 
counted hours. I may say with truth

whisper to an eruption of Vesuvius.” 

The Englishman was at that moment 
visited by his host, who explained to 
his, necessarily at the top of his voice, 
that this fearful din would last for at 
least an hour and a half; that etiquette 
demanded that the recipient of the 
compliment should remain in sight 
during the entire period, and that he 
should offer the band a sum of money 
equivalent to about twenty-five dollars 
as bakshish. 

The next day the martyr-guest was 
compelled to visit the Pasha, to thank 
him for the masie, ‘‘such,’? he em- 
phatically and truthfully observed, ‘tas 
he had never before heard nor dreamed 
of in his life.” 

“You can not know how it rejoices 
me that you should appreciate our 
stirring melodies,” said the old Turk, 
his countenance beaming with delight. 
“You shall hear one or two of them 
again now, and every morning they 
shall greet your waking ears.” 

So, to the visitor’s horror, the band 
‘was again assembled, and his previous 
torture repeated. The latter part of 
the Turks proposal, however, was not 
carried out, for the Englishman left 
Belgrade the next morning, literally 
driven away.—Youth’s Companion.
